Loving Brother, 
FE 8-4 Havebeenlatcly at Droghedah, abent 4 Lievtenants 
N 5 $20 place that was promiſed me ; between that and Dab- 
$ na lin, the Rebels did fight with us ; there were of ours, 
CRE but ſeven of Captain Marows Treop, who were ſent 
' 45.4 Convoy for my Lord Blaney. his ſonne, Some of their follow- 
ers, and my ſelf : The exemy was above fourſcore Horſe; we 
charged thim fow ſeverall times, and made them flee; We have 
two ſeverall Armies gone out of Dublin, one towards Kells, be- 
ing the way tothe Caynty of Cavan; The other to the County of 
Kildare: They have taken ſeverall Caſtles, and left Gariſons m 
them, The Rebels dare not give our men battell ; But me hear, 
That they are very ſirong in Munſter, And moſt of thiir forces of 
Meath, Monaghan, Tyrone, Fermanagh, and Armagh, 
are in the County of Cavan, where i their whole ftrenath that 
can look upon theſe parts, and there are they ſtrongly fortified, They 
hve burnt all the Towns a d Caſlles, not ſparing their own dwel- 
lines, inthe Connties of Monaghan, aud Armagh. Here may 
appear how ſmall their confidence is, while they burntheir holds, 
The Scotch Army tis withia three miles of Dundalk, and hath 
given the enemy many overthrows, $0 45 they dare not meet them 
any more, The Scots have taken from the Rebels abort 6000. 
Cows, and as mmny Horſes of all ſorts. There were 250c .. Cuws 
by the enemy, driven away from th: Scots, which fell among the 
Engl ſh Army; Sothat what doth eſcape the one, the other doth

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take, They would be quickly ſubtned, if alt things were right in 
England. Here great want of money, whereby the Souldiers 
are ready to mutine. There i one Captats Vaughan commanding 
4 Troop of Horſe, who & Gariſon d in Dundalk ; he with forty 
Muckettiers, and his Horſe, d:d this laſt week go forth inthe night 
z0 Sceut, and pillage abroad; being about three miles from Dun- 
dalk, he met au Iriſh woman, whom he threatned to kill, if ſhe 
told him not whence ſhe came ; She promiſed, ſo her life were ſþ4- 
red, todo good ſervice, and enformed him that about ſeven miles 
thence, there was a very firong Caſtle, wherein were 300. men 
well provided, and the place well ſtored with pillage, and that 
conſtaxtly, about one howr before day, the chiefeſt man among them 


- went ont to his dewotions in acleſe adjoyning tothe Caſtle, having 


the Keyes of the Caftle about him, The Captain laid for him, and 


found it to be according to his intelligence; he ſuddenly laid hold 


on the man, whom having made ſure, he opened the Caſtle Gate, 
and with his Muckettiers entred, where the Rebels being ſurpriſed, 
they were all put to the ſword, not one man of ours being loſt. Here 
they found good lore of good pillage. This is allthe News I hawe

: © AY impreſſion, 1s at this time the Receptacle of 
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Q L-ASCY ced out of the Counties of D ablin, Meath, 
Þ )Y Leal Lorth, Monaghan, Fermanagh, and elf- 
NSD/ARSSAS where thereabout , where our Armies have, 
" by Gods power, vitoriouſly marched. From 
hence were ſent out the firſt of that Rebcllious rout, who durſt af- 
ſame the bol.inefle, by leaving their own ſeats, to make incurſions 
upon us, over-running the County of Meath , and ſurpriſing the 
ToWns of Trim, Kelles, Navan, eArdbraccan, Arhboy, and thence 
proceeding to the ſiege of Drogheda: And from the: place , it is- 
feared, they may again ſhew themſelves, to our diſadvantage, if it 
be any longer, as it hath been hitherto, negleted. Which, that it fy 
may not, I have herein offered a brief Diſcourſe of the ſtrength and if 
proceedings of the Rebel in chat part from the 23.0f Offober,1641, ip | 
untill the 15. of 74»c,1642, purpoſing further to inlarge it in many 
remarkable paſſages in the generall Treatiſe , that ſhall hereafter 
(God willing) be ſet forth , of the whole progreſſe of that War 
throughout the Whole Kingdom, as leaſnre and encouragement ſhall [+ 
be thercunto affprded. ; |

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'The 23. of Ofober, 1461. —_— D ay fet down vy the { onſpi- 
rators, for the generall undertaling and praftice of tbat moſt horrid 
Rebellion ; yet did it not, notwithltanding , In all places appear at 
once; partly out of the backwardnefſe of tome, who would firlt in 
the proceedings of othe's, ſhe how far, and with what ſecurity they 
might put themſelves upon that work z partly by a fore-laid com- 
pact, that /o-ze (they eſpecially of the Tri n Lords, and others in the 
Counties of D a6b/in, Meath, Loath, ind ſome other parts of Lein- 
fer) pretending to joynfor the publike ſervice againlt the V/ſfer 
Rebells, as did their Anceltors in the former Rebellions,they might 
procure Arms out of the ftore at Dabli:,which they. wanted, and 
wcb might aftcr be imployed againtt ns. This ſome obtaicd though 
but ſparingly; forthe Londs Jaltices and Counc-lfinding their own 
weakneſlc for the preſent concerved xt nut expedient,bydiſcovering 
of ſuſpition, to give them occaſion at that time to break out,againtt 
whom we might after if they did, 'be better prepared. Soine alſo 
were the longer kept off from declaring themiclves, by their failing 
m the firſt and main A&,the furprifing of the { at le of Dublin; and 
others being for ſome while ſtartled at the Reſolution of the Hono- 
Fable hou'es of Parliament in England, for the ſending into Ircland 
great and ſpeedy ſupplies of men and money. | 
"Yer if any were backward,the V/ſer Rebels were not; and ameng 
thtm, none niore forward then the Iriſh in the County of Cavan; 
conſiſting of the Seprs,of the Reilys in chicf,and the mac Gawzans, 
Bradys, Siridens, mac Karvans, and Aſacabes,with others of infe- 
rtonr note. Of rhe/e, Philip mac High mac Shane O Rely was cho- 
{en for chief Commanderyhe being head of the Sepr of the O Rely's, 
and in/P arliament appearing as K night of the $hirc torthat (* ounty, 
| But he who firſt appeared as head m this ARtion, was the then 
hig:-Sheriff of that County, formerly writing himielf 37ilcs Reily, 
but having'with the ſhaking off of his Obedience to the Frngiiſh 
Government, calt of what mightin his Name found £1.o/1h, he is 
now known by the Name of /11:/r0re mac Edmona 0 Keil F«; 
This deſperate yorg mz firit Jead the way 3 and on the Sar:rday 
in the afternoon being the 23. of O&zber, 1641. by vertue of hy 
Offce he raiftd the Poſſe comtats , pretending tht foie Rebells 
were either already, or ready to break in upon the Country from 
the adj 0yN107 Counties; Ms firſt work was upoa this pretence,ana 
tot 
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for the publike ſervice,to gather = bat Arms were in the hands of 
the Brituh who dwclt ſcatter ingly, they thercby fo wanting the ad- 
vice and affiſtance of each other. All this was in that part of the 
country where he dwelt, done almott in 2 moment by his Bailiffs 
& Agents to that end difpoſcd in all plac.'s; he himtelt gong about 
where he concctved tis preſence was moſt requiſite toi this w ork; 
whereby all that part of the country was ſu:idenly diti-1ncd, exce- 
pting ſuch plices of ktreugth, and perſons of not, wnom he would 
not acquaint with this pretencegleit they wight find out the feat, All 
this was done without any thew of vioicuec 07 inj ty to a.y,cither 
in word or action; many offering up their armS,airt applauding the 
care and dyjgcnce of the Sherift tor the dete.nec of the counts y, 0- 
thcrsnot yet medl;d withall, nothing doubting thuir own tccurtty, 
while they faw others no way (as they did conceive) -ainnithid, 
Bu: this Rebell had faon unmasked hunſelf, when with a few 

hours,the ſame day,he firſt entred the Caſte of Farnam, within one 
mile of the Town of (avaz, and thence took out Arms, Prkes, and 
Mufquets,but none fixed, fo many as might arm more then 50 men; 
and forthwith with his rabble of followers poltcd to Clughorter, 3 
miles th.nce,whero,under colour of accuſtom.d friendſhip. he 1m 
braced,but there taking pritoner Arthur C:lme Eſquire, Captain of 
his Majctties fort of Cloghoxrer (a fort of great ſtrength, environ. d 
with 2 deep water,und diltant trom {hore more then Maiqu. t thot) 
The Captain he laid up in the ca/t/-,commiting both to tie charge 
of Owen 6 Kely,wth the title of ( onftable of the cuftl. of (loghonrer. 
. Next day being the 24,this Sheriff with what forecs he could raiſe 
en the ſud Jen in that part of the Connty, proceeded to mect with 
Philip:mac Hugh O Reyly, the chiet Comanter,and with his forces 
preparing to inake thurr approackes to Be/tzrb: t, which, though it 
were aot the Cormy Ton: yet was it the molt populons, and of all 
pthers.thie belt Eng!/ Plintoricn in that County , there bong ſup- 
peſed to:have ben at that tume 5bont 1 00 of all torts, of all which 
4 or 5,00 were men for fervice, wee ti y armed accordingly. 

This was by tne Rebelsconcerved to be ficit focured, left diſcover- 
ing ther intent they migtiit make head,and fo hinder their procced- 
ngscoltwhere ; yet could they not come fo ſoons, neither d1d they 


curry the matter witha pretext ſo-fair , but that they were found . 


out; tor belides/the report of taxing (aprain Crlme prijoner , and 
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4 
ſecuring the fort for themſelves, which no way ſorted with what 
at firſt they had given out, they were fully diſcovered by many pil 
laged and ([tript Ezglif5, who out of the neighbour-County of Fer- 
managh had eſcaped the fury of that monſter of men, Rowry mac 
Gayre, brother to the Lord mac Guyre, and head of the Rebells in 
that County, who had the ſame time been on the ſame work that 
were theſe in the County of Cavan. To which alto was added,that 
Sir Francis Hamilton Knight and Baronet, having received intcll'- 
gence of theſe proceedings, had ſent unto Belryrber, and Cavan, 
deſiring they would [tand upon their guard, and not be deluded 
with pretences,as were others. After ſending particularly unto ('4- 
ptain Robert Baily, who commanded a foot company in the Town 
of Cavan, and to Captair Richard Ryves, commanding Sir oh 
Borlaſes troop, and garrifon'd in Belturber ; that they would draw 
to him towards Keilay a place of ſtrength,that joyning to them the 
Britiſh about Beltwrbety('avan,and cl{v7nere, they migat in an ws 
red body make headagainlt the Rebel! ; had this conric.been taken, 
there might have been made upa b dy of 1000 men, if perhaps 
that number would nor rather have doubled by the. coming unto 
them effſuch Britiſh as fled to the County.from Fermanagh in very 
gr.at multitudes; hereby might the proccedings of that Rebell have 
been at a ſtop, it not wholly defe:ted , and they kept in work at 
home, fo as they ſhould not ( as they did after) intund the ſending 
of forces to Droghedah , which they could not have ſpared. But 
why this did not take, I cannot anſwer. If it be not attributed to 
the ſudden confulion of -all things, the time admitting no delibera- 
tion, and this propoſition from Sir Francis Hamilron being words 
at diltance, wanting the preſence of ſuch as might give them a full 
diſcuſſion, and an{wer the objections that might be brought unto 
them. Captain Ryzes upon the firſt hearing of theſe tumults made 
ready of his Troop as many as were not diſperſed in the Country; 
for the preſent making up the numver of 30. then did he callupon 
the ToWnſmen of 'Belturbet toltand upon their detence, which 
they prepared with all forwardnefle to do; untill that Philip mac 
Hyugh,O Reily, and other heads of the Rebels had ſent to Belrarber, 
profeſſing them{clves ready for their defence againlt the incurſions 
of Rowry mac Gyre in the next County, who threatned (as they 
gave out) to break in upon them, they promiſing to put.a Guard in- 
h to 
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to the Town for their ſecurity, witlout the leaſt prejudice to an, . 
the Inhabitants, cither in perſon or goods ; the Town alſo f-nding 
out ſome totreat with theRebels, whom they found to intend more 
then was pretended ; but doubting their own ltrength tor oppoſt- 
tion, the place being not defeneible, the Church being a!l the guard 
it had, and hearing the Rebels to be atout 4000 ftrong : Hereupon 
C'4ptain Ryves conceiving it time for hun to provide for his ſecu- 
rity vith thoſe few men he could on the tadden get toy. ther,polted 
towards Cavan, the Country and time cf the yeer being not for ſer= 
vice of hor{e , and knowing the a1m of the enemy to be chiefly for 
ſurpriting him and his arms. From { 2var after tome little Rtay,he 
ſet forward by Dalys bridge,and to recovered Ardbraccan,a tron 
Caſtle ofthe Biſhop of Meaths, 22 miles from D #41in, Where, by 
command from the Lords Juſtices he remained for ſecuring that 
part of the Coun'ry; ke being thereby reſerved for thoſe Honorable 
{ſervices which ſince that time he hath done, in them much deſer- 
ving of the publike. oy 
# The treaty between the ToWn/men of Belturbet and the Rebels 
had now procceded fo far that they put thcmſclves into the prote- 
Aion, and under that guard placed there by Ph:lip O Reyly, having 
firſt given up their Arms, 1o as now thry reſted wholly at their 
mercle, yet violence for that time not being offered unto any. 

Belturber being thus ſecured for their own, they did next look 
towards (avan, the (ounty Town, and 7 miles from Belrarber; 
the place was not defencible, the:molt part of the Inhabitants alſo 
being Irith and Papiſts ; ſo that Caprair Bayly was enforced to be» 
take himſelf unto the Connrty Gaol, the place of greateſt ſtrength 
that was there , yct indeed of no ſtrength to oppoſe an enemy. 
His company at the full was but 50. of which many were then ab- 
ſent, and the moſt of thoſe that were preſent were Iriſh , upon 
whom he could not relye : bcfides, that he wanted powder,having 
no more, or not much more then his Bandcleersto truſt unto. The 
enemy came in with 3000 men, belides a confuſed multitude of 
others, followers of the Army, againlt whom the Town could 
make no reſiſtance, and the Caft/e was by them ſummoned, but all 
partly rejected by the Captain, thereby more to make triall of thz 
reſolutions, and to finde ont the proceedings of the enemy,then out 
of any confidence he. had of any reſiſtance that by him could '

On the 29. the Sheriff with 3020 inen palling by the Caltle of 


Belanenagh, where I then lived, and wh:ch I did maintain frum 
the 23. untill then, did require the ſurreader of the phac:, which 
not being to be maintained, in many :efpects was yeclded, I being 
with mine comiitted to the charge of Philip mar /1nlmore © 
Reily, Vncle to the Sheriff, uving avout a mil. thynce, ana a Garri- 
ſon placed in my C2{tle. 

 Lausthe whole County was taken in, within lefle then a week, 
excepting the (aſtes of Keilagh, belonging to Sir Francis Hamil- 
ton, and of Croban, where Sir James fo rag lived, theſ. being out 
of the way; bein, alto very ſtrong for defence, well manned, and 
well itored with Arms, tae Rebcls reſerved tor their better leature 
to look after. 

., Now did the time fi:ly ferveto declarethemſ. Ives; now were all 
the Engiiih, whoſe dwellings were difperſed in the Country, and 
kad bin hitherto ſpared, turacd out of doors, robb'd of :1l,and itript 
naked; now did they fall upon the Englith at the 24», who till 
then, though living there 1n tear, yet not expclled; now began they 
to look agamn upon Be/txrver, the Captains giving way to the Gare 
rifon to oppreſſe the Inhabitants ;  they:compliining of breach of 
the treaty, were by the Chief antwered, that it was not in theit 
power to reſtrain the rude Souldicr, who wonld no: be under any 
command, and therefore advited them rather to prepare'far their 
laving'the place, and to retire whither they pleaſed, whichthey 
might (f{aid they) do with all ſecurity, taking with them of theit 
own what they pleaſed, promiſing than a fat: Convoy out of the 
County. OF C16 1 
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they found the plice weary of them, and that to ſtay, were but to 
give themſelves up to ſpoil; eſpecially ſeeing that contrary to 
the Quarter unto them given, their Shops were broken up, and the 
belt of their goods already in the hands of their enemies, pretending 
by making up an Inventory of them, and putting them into the cu- 
ſtody of reiponſible men,they might be ſecured from the rapine and 
ſpoil of the rude Souldier. 

They therefore prepared for their journey, relying (ſhall I fay ) 


on the publike Faith given unto them by the chiet Cemmander,and- 


the relt of the Captains, whereby many found themſtlves, as in 
other reſpetts, ſo in this deccived, that upon promiſe they might 
ſatcly carry away what conveniently they might of the choice of 
their gooas (a policie ufed by the enemy for poſſefling thenſ-lves: 
of what had been hidden) tome did dig up what they had buried, 
and packed up what was moſt eſteemed of them. Thns did the 
Lady Butter with her family, and about 1500 ſouls, men, wo- 
men and c:ldren, {ct forth rogether, leaving the Town, and put- 
ting themſelves under the Convoy of a number no way confidera- 
ble for their ſecurity, 

Their way lay through the Town of the Cavoy, where was a 
Garriſon of. the Rebels, with whom, in all probability, this their 
treacherous Guard had held correipondencic : tor (pafling byma- 
ny hard ntages of theſe poor creatures,frow then Iaving Belrirbet 
tillrken) as tacy had a little pai. d the Town of ( aw an, they were 
beſct and rifled, their Convoy feeming at firſt tobe overborn wich 
numer, but they with the ret fli to the ſawe works ; whereby 
foince were ! ilLcd,all ſtripped.fo e almolt,others altogether naked, 
not re{p. ing womnand ficing infants; the Ld, Brril-r faring 
ketenas did otiers, Of thele mijeratlecreatures, mony periſhed 
of famine, and col, traveling naked throngh trot and ſnow, the 
rett recovering {); 61a, where now many of them are among o-- 
thers, inthe fame diltrefle for Ercad and cloaths. 

The whole Connty buing now, for the molt part, inthejir own 
power, they {ppt the time 18 appointing Otticers, multering, and 
exerciiing thr: wer;ic: the mean time conſulting how to pur a fair 
glofle (if it were poilible) upon all that had been done. 

To this purpoſe an Humble Reamoufirance (for fo were they plea- 
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This was by moſt conceived tobe a motion not to be refuſed, for- 
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fed to entitle it) was drawn-up, ſetting forth the grievances of that 
County, and of the whole Kingdom, the pretended cauſes of their 
riſing up in Arms; deſiring the Lords Juices and Conncell (unto 
whom it was to be preſented that from their Lordſhips they might 
be recommended to His Majeſtie ; That fatisfation to thoſe their 
deſires being given, they promiſed reparation to all the diſſpoiled 
Britiſh, by a generall contribution over the Kingdom, if their own, 
(itates ſutliced not thercunto ; profelling much detcſtation of the 
cruelties and robberies exerciſed by the rude multicud, whom(1aid 
they ) they could not rule. Ali which was ſubtcribed by Philip mac 
Hughtheir Generall, with others their prime Commanders, and 
Gentry of that County. i 

Their next conſideration was, whom they ſhould imploy in that 
ſervice ; for none of their own had confidence ſutticient to appear 
in that cauſe. They had firlt fixed upon Door Bedel! Biſhop of Kul- 
more; but he fiirly excuſed himſelf,firſt by his Age,whereby he was 
unwieldy, and not fit for that expedition which they expected in 
that Aion ; then, that many of the poor Engliſh of Belrarber, 
who had retired to him, and depended upon what ſecurity and ſub- 
ſiſtence he could give them, would by his abſence be expoſed to 
want and other injuries. This they interpreted as a put oft; yet did 
the gravity and reſpe& which his preſence did command, reſtrain 
them from what ſome in their Counccll had before propounded, 
in caſe he ſhould give out,and decline that ſervice for them. I was 
next in their eye, being in their hands, and deſigned and command- 
ed upon this imployment. I mult corfeſſe, 1t was ſach as was in 
every reſpe& improper for me to undergo; but weighing firſt what 
a deniall might produce,by what was threatned to another, where= 
of he hath ſince found the effteAts : but chiefly conſidering, that 
thereby I might gain the opportunity of laying open te the Lords, 
what 1 had obſcrved in the proceedings of that County, which 
might very much conduceto the publike, and which by Letters 
could not fo ſafely be delivered ; 1 did therefo:e accept ot that im- 
ployment, and aftcr ten dayes ſtay in D-blizyretarned with an An- 
iwer. Return I mult, my wife and children remaining for hoſta- 
ges, The A»{Wer,was fair; but generall and dilatory, ſatable tothe 
weak co:lition of affairs in D ti lir,the ſafety whereof wholly de- 
pacing O12 the gan of time. ;

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I do affure my ſelf Theſe Tl "I did notexp«<& any othee 
Aniwer.; and it may be wonld hive been very unwilling to receive 
thac ſatistation they did pretend to be contented withall ; their 
hopcs alrea.ly ſo:ring at an higher pitch : and very probable ic is, 
Thar theic ſaid Remonſtrance renced ratiter to winr.e upon the peo- 
pie, whole caule they pleaded, then to give aay realonable accompr 
or ſatisfaQion to the Lords, concerning chcir proce. dings, If here- 
unto this be got alſo added, Thar all rkis was bur to lull all them 
in Dublin in ſecurity, with atreaty of peace, while they intending 
nothing lefle, were even then preparing for Warre, and ready to 
fer forward tor Dublin, where they had overtaken me, had I Raid but 
ten dayes more, as may appear by the ſequel], 

For no ſooner was I returnedinto the County of Cavan, but that 
I found all in Arms, and Proclamation to have been wade, that all 
from the Ape of ſixteen to fixty ſhould appear on Munday after ar 
Virginia, a placediftant from Cavan twelve miles, and in the way 
to Dublin, Icbeing already bighway-news, that out of that mul- 
ticude, chey purpoſed to frame the Body of an Army of abouc 
3900, who joyniag wich proportionable numbers out of the Coun» 
tics of Fermanagb and /Avnagban, were to advance forthwith to- 
Wards Dublin, 

Bcing alſo alighted at the Honſe of Philip mac Autmore 6 Reyly, 
-whereunto I had bcen confined; I found one every way appointed 
as a Trooper, calling himſelf by rhe name of Dowda!, but being a 

Fryar ; who came thither from D#blin, and was ſent (as he allcaged) 
from thence ro halten their marching away, aſſuring them of a {trong 
party.in that City ; beſides thoſe ia that Gariſon (for fo it was ra:hec 
| tobeeſtecmed then an Army) for detence of Dubliz ; wherein were 
many of the Iriſh liſted, and ſfachas would reyolt unto them with 
with cheir Arms. 

I ſaw how contrary this their proceeding was to rhat profeſſion 
of theirs in their Remonſtrance, and the promiſe made ro m2 upen 
the undertaking that ſervice for them , affuring me, and defiring I 
ſhonid aſſure the Lords from ther, That there ſhould be a celfation 
of all things, untill the rerurn of their Lordſhips Anſwer, I tonnd 
how dangerous in theſe reſpe&s, this ſudden undercaking might be 


to the Lords, who might be ſurpriſed, fearing no ſuch danger from 
BR” thoſe 
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(1 | 
thoſe parts among all others. T knew by what I had obſerved, how - | 
unprovided borh for men and victualls Dublin was at that time, 
whereby ſhould the enemy. advance according to his defigne, all 
might have run- an apparant hazard, 'And that which added toll 
this, That neithzr hadT any ſure hand by whom to ſend, neicher could 
I give any timely notice of theſe Councels, ry coming into the 
County being on Saturday in the afternoon, and they ſetting for- 
ward onthe Munday morniag nextfollowing. And laſtly, that ia 
all this, I wanted afecond with whom to advice hereupon. | 

Bur taking Horſe, I poaſted to Cavet a place within one mile of 
me, where dwelt the Sheriff, -one of-thechiefeſt Rebels, ar whole 
houſe, at that very inftant, their. grand Conncell was mer, Thar 
which I propounded to my ſelf, was to endeavour all che means I 
cou'd tor diverting them from Dublin, by putting them on upon ſome 
other ſervice more eafie, and of little Iefle coni{- quence : Thar alfo 
#1me might be gained by eicher delaying them ſome while in the Cour = 
ty, while I pretended che giving in an accompt of my Agency at a 
g2nerall meecring of the Geatleman, when and where I ſhould be 
appointed, or otherwiſe by finding them work ſome other way, 
without marching outright rowards Dublzn. 

Having alighred at the Sheriffs door, he tgok m2 aſide into his 
GarZen, from whom. I foon-underftood how little reſpe& would 
be givea to the Anſwer I-was to deliver; no part wi-ereof  woutd 
impart to him untill T were pnb/itely called upon to declare my {&1f, 
only for the generall, that it was as good as he could expe trom 
the Lords in Irelaud, Ro 

Therefore declining that, I laboured firſt to make my return unto 
thera ground of thar confidence they might repoſe in m?. That for 
thcir- advantage » I had obſerved the condition of atfairs in and 
about Dublin, which compared with what T ftonnd ro be now in hand 
in that County (for then it was no ſecrer, ) Ithought it my part co 
offer one and the other to him, that he wighe ordar his courſe in a 
way moſt for his ſccurity. That beſides the great fupplyes concluded 
in the Parliament of Frgland to be ſent inco /reland, which were 
daily expeRed : The Caſtle of Dublin was provided: of a Garlſon 
of 300, men and vicualled: for fix maneths. - Tha: in Dublin the 
forces were greater then I could beleeye chey could have been; So 
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a3 it by their late humble Rena they had not prevented it, 
there had before then a ftrong power been ſent againſt chem, which 
T deſired tie Lords might be kept back untill areturn, of whar 
cs their Anſwer mighe produce, were given in unto them. 
Thar it was farre from all policy for chem to eng2ge their firſt tcing 
forth upon that which would be of grearc{t oppoſition. Thar to 
receive the leaſt ſhew of a defear in the beginningof their work, 
were af once to diſhearten their own men, and to keep of others 
that would according totheir ſucceffe d:clare themfelyes, for, or 
ag3inft chew, ' That ir might beconceived, Thac the atrempring fictt 
of Droghed&h , though leiſe honorable, compared with the other , 
yet could be the eafter, and every way condacing ta the intent of 
encir proceedings, That as that place was ſtrong fo was it with little 
or no d fficulry r5 be taken in, conſidering rhe parry they had here, 
and the weaknefle of che Garilon, being none other rhen the Lord 
Adoores Troop; That by arcaining thar place, as it wou'd be an 
heartning to his menz ſo. would ic open the way for the Northern 
forces to comeupand joyn in any attewpt upon Dablin, whereas 
now it did lye as a top in their way, Thar therein they had a place 
for a ſafe rerrear on any occaſion; whereof they could not readily 
be diſpofIdſed. That whether he attempted the one, or the other of 
thofe two places, it were wiſe. 'om to ſpend and ſpin out ſome part 
of the time about Kels, orother parts in Meath, uncill theother 
forces of Fermanagh and Afonaghan came up unto him; leaſt by ad. 
vancing two farre upon his own ſtrength, he might be encountred 
apart by the power of Dublin , and fo by roo muchforwardnefſe 
endanger the whole. This laſt was added, that thereby, either by 
Letters trom me, or by the appearing of the Enemy, and not march. 
ing forward, notice might Þe given ar Dublin of their procecd- 
ings, 


I conld nor conclude of any thing I had gainzd upon him in all 
this diſcourſe, either by his geſture or words, his countenance was 
compoſed to an unwanted gravity ; k-eping I ſuppoſe, the diſtznce, 
and rhat tate which his aſſumed greatnefle had catt vupon'him: And 
al;houghT ſpake much, that he -daigred me no anſwer to any par 
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hereof, but drew me off to another matter, and ſoon after parted.

There was one intimate with them, and whom upon promiſe of 
pardon and great rewards, I had more then half moulded before to 
my purpoſe, and whom IT found in many particulars before, to co-

(and then ir began to be lare) I found that they h:d been divid:d in 
their opinions : ſome were tor a dire& marching to Dublin, and gi- 
ving the On-ſer upon the place, grounding upon the information. 
2'yen them by the Frier : others doubting what a repulſe might pro. 
duce, conceived it the fafelt and beſt courſe ro quarter about Dublzn, 
at ſome diftence, rh:reby ro hind-r the going in obs Proviſion ; to 
expect a convenient time of aflaulting ir, if ir were found fir ro at- 
tempt ic. ; to gacher all that would joyn wich them rhercabours, 
whzreby chey would faon grow to a conſiderable Body for any en- 
te-p:iſc 3 and that in the mein time they might divert the water that 
from Templeoge did furniſh one part of rhe Cicy , by which alſo the 
Mills were kept on work ; ei h.r of thefe might have proved moſt 
pertilous 2 bur the third was wholly for Drogheda, for the reafons 
aforeſaid, which ſeemedio weigh down the other two Cit may be ) bz- 
cauſe che Sheriff was the propounder , and i-clined rhereunto , yer 
was it not reſolved, untill their meering ar Kells , whether of theſe 
to fix upon: to which time and place ic was deferred, 


Therenpon I made ready my Letters, 5nd dealt wich mine Intelli- 
gencer for ile delivery of them into whoſe hands I muſt thetein pu 
cnt: 9wn, anc thelives of mine. He muſt have been ot neceſſiry 
cn {md 5 morning at the genzrall meeting at Virginiz, whence 
thould 5 ave abſented himie't, beſides what was rhreatcned to any 
Hat made Gutaulr, both of us might have been drawn into ſuſpition

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conrles : I ob:ained therefore thas muchof kim, That ne would d.1_- 
ver my Letcer to a Gentleman dwcliing within Nine miles, or there- 
abours, from Arbraccan, whom, in my Letter to him, I deſiccd to de- 
fired to deliver the encloſed with ſpeed to Captain Ryzey, at Arbrac- 
can, which he did, but not with that ſpeed that I defired, and which 
the cau'e required, but I though: irnot ſafe to acquaint them wi:h 
the occaſion. In my Letter to-Captain Ryvez,T declareda d. fig the 
enemy had upon him, purpoſing to be with him the Wedneſday fols 
lowiog, rnd by a Drove of Cattell that ſhouid paſſ- by him ro draw 
himout of his ſtrengeh, of which I gave him a2tice, leaving ther. ft 
to himſelf, defiring that with all ſeed th2 encloſed to the Lords 
Juſtices ſh uld d: diſparched upon fighr, being of the greateſt con« 
c:rnment. { heſe Letrers bing pecuſed by the Lord-, they ſent their 
Commauds to Captain Eyves toretice , which hedid, therein pre- 
venring che enemy, who the night following took up his quarters, 1 

did alfo certifie their 1 ordſhips of the whole conceits of th: en:mies, 
leaving to their Wiledoms to provide both for Drogbedz and Dablin ; 

for as they were eaſily crawn off from Dublingo think of Droghed r, 
{ſo might chey as readily, alter that reſolution again : wherein their 

Lordſhips-were not wanting ; for white the enemy by ſpending tim? 

abour Kells, T rim, Abboy .Nzvas, we gained the opportunity of or- 

dering matters to the beſt advantage, both for Dublin and Droghela, 

yet fo as by ſome miſcarriage(T cannor yer fay by whoſe) the enemy 

met wich 609 of our mn, ſent f.r a further ſupply to D, ogbed;, 

whom they defeated, and after much miſchief thereabouts, ferled them- 

ſelves to the Siege of that Town ; where, by the Wiſcdom and Va- 

lour of the Governour, that place had found them work, to the pre- 

f:ryarion (in all probability) of D«b/in , and therein, of the who!s 

Kingdom, 


As for mine own Particular, Having many wezks after continued 
inthe houſe of my Bondage, Iconceived it high cimeto ftndy my 
coming off , by all means ; which by Gods afſittance was ſtrangely 
ct-&ed : ill then, my ſtay was nor altogether againſt my will, white 
I found my felt en.;bled by Tntcliigence ro promote the ſervice of my 


and by his preſence amohg them, I might further underſtand of their * 
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- Tountrey, But finding him who was my chief Agent, from a Neu- 


er, to fall wholly to them ; Thar alſo ſcme of mine own ſervants em- 
ployed by me, was with the enemy at Drogbeda ; and that the Gen- 
tleman, the dceliverer of that my Letter ro Captain Ryves at Arbrace 
car, was fallen away, I couldnot expeR, in my ſtay here, to do any 
more good, bur thereby might rather prejudice-my {If in the higheſt 
degree, werelI diftovered. And it was by many conceived ſtrange, 
that it ail chat time I was not found our by their means : but as I do 
in th: firtt place make the work to be Gods, So do I next attribute ic 
ro the having their hands in the work with me; fo as they could nor 
bur ſuffer with me, 


Hith:rto hath been declared the ſtatenf matters in that County), 
from the 23 cf Ofober, untothe11 of December : ail being reduced 
into the hands of the Rebels , <xcex ting the two Caſtles of Kyl2gb 
and Croban , maintained againſt them by Sir Francy Hawmmilton, 
Knight and Baroner, and Sir James Craig Knight, 


'Theſerwo Noble Kaights , upon th: firſt noiſe of the Rebellion, 
did both awakcn tte ſecurity of others about them, and provided 
for their own defence, Their Caſtles were ftrong and dctenfible, 
which they farniſhed with men and viRualle. Sir Franczs Hammilton 
had armed two hundred and fiſty Foot, and thirty fix Horſe, meſt of 
his own T<nants3 he was ſtored with three Barrells of Powder, and 


laid in Provifion for {ix months, which yer fel] ſhort of that time , 


by receiving into his Caſtle of about Seven hundred other unſer- 
viceable perſons, men, women, and children almoſt {tripped naked, 
and flying thither from the fury of the Rebells, In Sir James 
Cra;gs Caſtle at Croban, there were One hundred and twenty, befides 
unſerviceable perſons, who in like manner were fled thither for re- 
tuge, to agrear number. 


T have before ſer forth the honourable quarter given unto Captain 
Bayly , upon the ſarrender of ( what he could not keep) kis weak 
Hold ar the Cavar , it being conditioned that be ſhould have jn his 
vwn keeping the Arms for his Company of 50 men with which they

ſaffered hi.n to paſlz, and ccordingly ne paſſed chem without moſe- 
ſtarion, But it being conſidered that he was limired to a place of 
Jaying them up, an1 that onely irzhis owa houſe, buing cor e e.4 with 
thatch, and ſaeafily commanded at their pleaſure ; he alfo wanting 
men for guarding of them, for moſt'of his Company were re vo'te:!, 
we have reaſon roconcelve thar all this in them was rather 4 -02 y-: 
breaking, rather then a keeping of qu3rier ; that under a ſh2w of tair 
dealing , thy might draw others wio h<1d out, with greater confts 
dence to put themſelves into their hands, 


This was apparant in their preparation made for their marchiog 
towards Drogbedzb ; at which tm? they conc{uded the taking into 
their hands thoſe Arms, which at their pleaſure they mighr eaſily do, 
and which till chen they-had forborn to do, 


Hereof Sir Francis Hammilton receiving advertiſement, the night 
before this ſhould have been put in execution, he ſent our 3o Hors, 
and 20 Foor, under the leading of M. :/colme H.milton, MI. David 
Crejghton, and Fames Samervile, (G.nelemen approved for many ſer- 
vices then, and after) at the Bridze of Bllib:;an ( called the black 

Bridge) they left their Fout to make good their Retreat, the Horſe 
paſſing tor ward tothe Ciprains houſe, whom having mounted, chey 
brought him away together with his Exſigne, Szrgeant, Coloxrs, and 


what of the Arms they could poſſibly carry with themr ; a Service as 


conſiderable, as it was to the undercakers dangerous : For ha. the 
Alarm, being given time enongh to the enemysbeing 3000; andly- 
ig within icfſe chen rwo miles, and che patſage of the Bla: kbrid':; 
tzken trom them, they could nor have eſcaped ; and a miracle ir waz 
almoft, that in theriding of 6 miles ({carce any by. p!ace wanting 2n 
Irifh Cortage) yetthey ſhould ſo paſſe undiſcovered, untill they were 
out of all danger, the enemy afcerwardstotly purſuing, but in vain, 
Some Pikes the enemy had at: er found in che Caprains houſe, which 
could ror in haſte by our men be cicher carried away, or raade unfr- 
viceable; and ſome Pieces of Armour were racn up here and there 
ſcattcred inthe way,. being fallen from them ; {5 thar now the Rebels 
condemncd the keeping ot that Quarcer fo long, - and that they ha.!

Thiz,and orher incurſions out of rhcfe ewo Caftles made upon the 
Re! els,rcy aining in thatCounty, white thi fellows wer: at the fiege 
of Drogheda! , occalioned the ſending back trom the Siege, Edmund 
6 Reply, tarher to rhe Sheriff, with command wi. h what fo; ces he: could 
raile, t9 take in theſe places; that fo they might wichour any difiraRi- 
on inccnd their great deſfigne aoroad, 


For «ff<ing hereof, To thoſe raiſed in that County were j»yned, 
others called in from the neighbouc County at Letrimg both making 
up above 2000, whom Edmund their Comman {er conceived more 
taen ſufhctenr for that ſervice, purpoſing to beliege both Caſtles at 
ones, which he mighr eafily and conveniently haye done, For they 
were within lirtle more then.a mileof each other, being on the one 
fide ſhuts in with water over, which at that time there could b: for 
the beſieged, no paftage; other parts being compaſſed with Woods, 


fic fox cheenemies pnrpoſe, wherein they might ſa have placed them= 


flves, as their could be no getcing off that way, Inthe midſt be- 
tween both Caſtles, did ſtand the Town of Kill;ſhmndri, belonging 
to Sir Francs Hammilton , convenient for the enemies quarters , 
anfwering co both places, and ſufficient with all conveniency of 
good houſes ro lodge the whole Army ; {o that there wanted nothing 
to advancage the befieges, or to dittreffe zhe beſieged. 


Lp2n Intelligence received of their approaching (for the Scouts 


 wete the only Incelligencers. ) Sir Francss Hammilton ſent outa 


parcy of Horfeand Foor, burning all places abour , beginning with 


his own Town of K:Jiſþandza, by himſelf builr and planted, that 


it mig'1t not ſtand rhe enemy in ftced; foallo did Sir Fames Craig, 
about him; whereby che Rebell was diſappointed of his quarters ; 
withour which he could nor ſubſiſt in rhar cold ſeaſon of þ roſt and 
Snow ; finding it more then he was 'well able to do to (tay there, 


.. only two nights,

That time of his- being there was ſpent in drawing up towards 
Sir James Craigs Caltle of, Crohan ; whence they were beaten backe 
with their lofle of 14 men, and the taking priſoners of Laghlyn © 
Roxrke,and Brian O Rogrke, eminent perſons among them,and prime 
leadersof the Letrins rebels, theſe were after exchanged by Sir Zames 
Craig for Dr. Bedell Biſhop of Kilmore and ſome otherss yet contrary 
$0 this agreement did they againe lay hold on that Reverend Perſon, 
only affording him a being, where they might at their pleaſure com- 
mand him, where he after died : being one of the brigkte lights of 
that Church, both for learning and a ſhining converſation, and in 
his conſtant diligence in the worke of the miniſtry a patterne to 0- 
thers. | 

The Enemy ſoone weary of his bad lodging, and worſe enter- 
tainment, though his loſe were not great, His offers of faire quarter 
being reieQed,prepared to be gone: yet not withonr doing ſomething 
anſwerable to the greatneſfle of his preparations and the expeRation 
every where had of them : which was,the ſtealing away of ſome few 
ftragling cattle about the Caſtles z I ſay ſtealing them away, for he 
durſt not advance within fight or command of musket ſhot of either, 
and with thoſe great ſpoyles did he returne in triumph, ſupplying 
what he wanted of doing, with menaces and promiles, of what be 
wou!d doe. 

About a fortnight after, it being given out that they meant to re- 
turnez dir Francis Hamilton ſent abroad 13 horſes to burne all with- 
in three or foure miles about him : in doing whereof,they diſcovered 
the Enemy drawing towards them, being about three hundred, of 
which having ſent ſpeedy notice to Sir Francs (which alſo he com- 
manded they ſhould doe) who toanſwer any fach occafion, had in 
readineſſe other twelyz horſes and fixty foot, with whom he march» 
ed, eaſily direQing his courſe by the fires his men before ſent forth 


had made,for they according to their direQions ſo avoyded the Ene, 


myzthat yet they {til kept them in play.,coaſting fromplace to place 
neere about,and firing what they came neer,cxpeRing the comming 
up of their ſeconds : Sir Francz chad in a convenient place for his 
owne retreit, and for diſtreffing the Enemy ſhould they follow him, 
hid forty five of his foot : and with fifteene of the ableſt of them 


drew up, with whom and his tiventy; foure horſes, he ſet upon the 
D Rebcls, 
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(26) 
Rebels, at the firſt volly killing fix of them, of whom Fr.0 roarke a 
Fryar mas one, who in the Habit of his Order did lead the Com- 
pany,at the next there fell nine,the Enemy ſtanding to it while moſt 
of our Bandileeres were ſpent, but being broken by the Horſe they 
fled and were purſued about two miles: thirty ſeaven of them were 
flaine, the comming on of the night, and the diſadvantage of the 
wayes for horſe, in reſpe&of their foot, ſaving the reſt. There were 
taken priſoners, Owen O onrke their Commander, one of great e- 
ſteeme;and Philip O reply Vnkle toPhilip Mac Hagh O rezly,Colonel 
(as they call him) of that whole County. 

All meanes were uſed,by Treaties, and threatnings,for getting off 
theſe priſoners ; concerning whom Sir Francs was ſolicited by fre- 
quent Letters from Eamund © reyly,but in vaine: theſe being reſerved 
(asperſons of the beſt reſpeRs) to anſwer any the like occaſ1on that 
might befall the beſt of ours. 

In ſuch Services ſtood matters in thoſe parts, untill the fir/? of Fe- 
bruary, at which time there was greaj expeRation of what ſhould be 
doneagatnſt theſe two Caſtles by Mſzlmore O reyly the Sheriffe; for ſo 
I muſt ſtill call him, he calling bimſelfe ſo, notwithſtanding he had 
been already diſcharged, bur chicfly to diſtinguiſh him from others 
of the ſame name, and of lefſe note, he being in their eſteem the ſecond 
in that County. | 

As the ſeverall loſſes the country received from theſe few Brirri/p, 
had before drawne Edmund © rely with ſome of his men from before 
Droghedab, ſo their proceeding in the fame courſe notwithſtanding, 
&principally the ſaid Eamwurds late repulſe,with all thoſe forces,and 
the taking and keeping of their late priſoners, called home from 
that fiege Mulmore O reyly, for doing what his father Edmand could 
nots | 
 Wherein we may finde of what conſequence theſe ſeeming ſleight 
feryices have becn to hinder the proceedings of che Enemy abroad-.for 
beſides the reſerving a, conſiderable number at'the firſt at home'ſo as 
they could not goe forth with their full powerzit did dayly diminith 
their Army before Droghedah:firſt,in the comming away of Edmund, 
then of this Mnlmore O rexly,who pu cey returned without any 
preat numbers, yet ſore they had; and thoſe inder their command 

ft hchind foone after followed them notwithſtanding any —_ 
ma 
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mand to the contrary, weighing the greatreſſe of the ſervice in the 
County of Cavar, by theeminency of the perſons ſent about its 
and judging theirlabour better ſpent in maintaining at hume what 
was their own, then loſing that and themſelves in,looking after 
that they never had and never were likely to have: ſc that of 3009 
men that went out of that Corzty to the fiege ofDroghedah there rc- 
mmained not 702 wich Philip mac Hygh o Reyly their Chiefe Coms- 
mander : and the moſt deſperate attempts that have been m:de ei- 
ther againft that Towne, or for hin:'ring the ſupplies ſent to ic by 
ſea, weredone by thoſe of this County.Hereby allo might appeare, 
could any Forces at that time have been ſpared about Dxblin 
and ſent in this County what ſervice they might have done for 
raiſing the ſiege of Droghedah ; forthe Town was blocked up on 
that part that Jay towards Dw#blinit not onely yet chicfly by the 
Cavan Forces, whom we ſce drawn home by an handfullof men. 
Hereby laſtly we may fee of what conſequence it had been to have 
fince the ſiege of Droghedah,ſent ſome Forces into that part for re- 
lieving theſe two Caltles, whereby the enemy might (till have been 
kept on worke, other places in the ſame County furniſhed with the 
like gariſons,and by burning the reſt, noe ſuffering it to be(as now 
it is) the harbour of thoſe, who, if not prevented , may make the 
latcer end with us worſe than the beginning, 

But leaving this neceſſary di ty ay for which I doe intend the 
whole diſcourſe,I return wherel left, 

Mulmore o Reyly being retarned from before Droghedah, where 
he left Philip mac Hugh o Reyly, he began to gather np his men not 
doubting to make but one, and that no long worke of what he 
came about : therein alſo ambitious of che glory of doing that 
wherein others had failed. Offuch as came along with him, that 
followed after him, that he found in the Country, and whom he 
called in out of theCountrey of Lerrims, he framed the. body of an 
army of 2700. and that it might not be ſhort in number of that 
with which he hoped at his farſt ſetting out ro take Daub/init ſelfe, 
he ſent for Robert Nugent of Carlenſton in the County of Weſtmeath, 
a Gentlemanof 1500 1. per a»nmm,who upon promiſe of the Armes 
in both Caſtles(the queltion not being of taking the places, but for 
dividing the ſpoyles) came in perſon with zco choice _. E

With this Army of three thouſand men, befides a multitade of 
others who followed to behold the ſport (for no otherwiſe did 
they conceive of it) Anulmore did quarter about five miles over 
night inthe places next the Caſtles which had not been burnt, pur- 
poling to begin'the next day & wich the day to take all betorejhim. 

The newes hereot did no way difinay thoſe who were to receive 

them, they being ſo farre from immuring themſelves up in their 
Forts, there toexpet them, that Sir Francs Hammilton drew up 
his ſmall number into the field, placing in the lane being the high 
way leading from Killihandra to his Caſtle of Kyligh 150 men, 
ſome few Muyſqueteeres being here and there left in places of great- 
eſt advantzge. And that the enemy might not by making a necrer 
way to this Caſtle (which he might do) finde him worke In many 
places at once, he commanded thirty horſe to guard the Wind- 
mill-Hill joyaing to the highway towards Kill;hondra by which 
the enemy mult march, being alſo ſo neere to his Caſtle, thar they 
might heare and underitand one another ſpeaking aloud. Behind 
the horſe, he caſt up a ſmall ſconce of Earth guarded with {ixtcen 
Masketeeres, to whom the horſe might retire, an 4 both of them to 
make good that paffage. It was alſo ſo ordered, that thoſe ſcat- 
tered Muskerteeres that were furtheſt off having given fire an4 done 
their parts there, ſhould retire to the next, and they united doing 
their duty, to fall together back to the next, doing in like manner, 
untill being forced to give ground they might make a faire and or- 
derly retreat for defence of the Caſtle, 

The enemy now in ſight, put forth ſome horſe to skirmiſh with 
ours on the Windmill-hill. Oftheirs three fell,and the reſt fell off, 
untill by the. comming on of the whole body, our horſe fell backe 
under the command' of the Mnzsketeeres ; who giving fire, the 
enemy was forced to ktepe himſelfe to the high-way leading 
ro = iliſhaydra,, making in the ftreet'a ſtand: to conſider of his. 
_—_ ys v7 

His intent was not now, as theirs before, to befege, Thedull 
proceedings of his father faiced not with the waies of this heady 
yong man : he is wholly for the afſavlrs Neither will be begin with 
Croban as did the other, but reſolveth to fall ' upon that which 
of the two was the Rronget and the beſt provided place, _ to

keepe his firſt man, Sir Francis Hammilton by whom he was moſt 
injured. For at that inſtant one of the Musketcers placed in the Jane 
tooke aime, and , though at very great diftance, kneckt downe a= 
mong the company one Firz-Simends an Erſigne-bearer, at whole 
fall there was a great cry. © 

Wherenpon- a hundred commanded Musketeeres of the enemy 
fell in within the ditches on both fides the lane, to beate upon ours 
within the lane, while their maine body came direAly forward. 
Both one and the other of them were ſufficiently galled by our 
ſhot; who performed well, and obſerved their commands. For the 
firſt looſe ſhot having diſcharged their parts retired, and with thoſe 
unto whom they put themſelves made gcod their ground, till by 
degrees retreating, they did altogether betuke themſelves te thoſe 
places and daties appointed them for the defence of the Caltle. 
Some onely charging of muskets, others diſcharging them from the 
flankers,windows,and batlements. 

For now was the enemy approiched ; having firſt preſented 
the defendants with a great Peece upon carti:ges,planted on Wind- 
mill-hill, after our men had forſaken 1t, with which a battery was 
chreatned, if they yeelded not. But as it could not ſpeake for it 
ſelfe, being but counterfeit, and made of wood ; fo did it wotke 
nothing upon them in the Caſtle, who were wholly intent upon 
thoſe who were now ſoneer that they were under the command of 
their Muskets. 

Theenemy finding many of their men tofal},retired undera rifing 
of ground where we could not hurt them. Thence they ſent and fi 
red a ſtable, barne, other out-houſes,and ſome ſtacks of Corne,that 
they might march unſeen under a cloud of ſmoake which the wind 
did to their great advantage driveupon the Caſtle. Some of them 
with ſheaves of Oats, and ſtraw burningon the tops of their pikes 
ran to the Flankers, thruſting them into thoſe places whence the 
musketeers plaied upon them, by the fire and ſmoake to force them 
out ; one of them adventurouſly laid bold of a musket in one of the 
ſpike-holes ready to be diſcharged. Thus came they on ina moſt 

eſperate manner, being before made, to that end, morethen halte 
drunke with their Aquavice, continuing in that headlong courſe 
about three quarters of an houre without gaining any thing upon 

us

as ( wanting ſcaling ladders) bur loſing themſelves, their bodies: 
beeing laid open to our ſhot trom all parts, as the breaking up of 
the ſinoke gave way to diſcover them. Neither did their ltot a- 
gaintt our walls, windowes, or batlements, of which they were not 
ſparing out of ſuch places of advantage whence we could 1.ot com- 
mand them, do us any hurt, Thus having wearied themfelves 
out invaine, and being at length ſencible of their deſperate un- 
dertakings, they now take care how to get off with leaſt prejudice, 
they being no more to be gotten on by all that ceuld be 1aid or 
don by their Commanders, Icannot ſay their Leaders ; for none of 


their Officers would come up in all this ſervice : which being ob- 


xeRed to them whilethey urged a ſecond aſſault, one of the Cap- 
taines to ſhew his forwardnefſe above others would goon, ard 
turning about to his Souldiers he was met with a bullet which paſ- 
fed through both his cheekes , which was to him, and all his 
fellowes , and followers a ſufſhcient ſtop, from proceeding any 
further, 

Whereupon they altogether retreated ; now applying them- 
ſelves to what they are more skilfull in, thegathering together and 
taking away all the cattell that were without the Caſlle,- which 
they did , doing the like through all the way they went back, 
for ſix miles together, leſt any ſhould fall in the power of our men 
for their ſupply. | 

The ſhot in this fight was heard in the {a/#/e Cloghouter two 
miles off by water, and the Priſoners therein, feeing the fire and 
{moke,conceived Sir Francis kis Caſtle had been burnt. 

Fa all this it could not be but very many of the enemy muſt have 
beene killed , yet could we underſtand of no more then 167, few 
of thoſe that were hurt ever recovering. Oae of ours was ſhot 
through a ſpikehole,another had his Armar and dublet(t. ot throuzh, 
without further harme- , who ſeeing the paſlage it had mide, hee 
told his fellow that it could not be but that he wasa dead man, 
though he felt no hurt, neicher could be perſwaded till unbrac- 


'ing himſelfethebulletwas found between his doublet and. shict.l: is 


obſerved that in thewhole ſervice from the 23. of Ofeoter ti lthe 
15 of nr, ſerting aſide fſach as were cut off in firagling , 'there 


were loſt in fight , no more then fve men belonging tothis Caflle, 
one

one of them being Robert Mac Lalan a Sergeant, who being 
eaken at an advantage, was barbarouſly mangled baving thirty fix 
wounds 

Thus have we ſeene the end of this great undercaking , neither 
durſt the Enamy make another like approch for three moneths 
after; conceiving himſelte to have donne ſofficieatly in placing 
orards upon Bridges,and paſſes,many miles off,not thereby to make 
his way upon us, but to hinder our incurſions ( which ' he feard ) 
upon his. 

Yet could not this be any ftop to Sir Francis Hammilton, who 
within twodayes after , breaking into the parts of the County of 
Letrim to him adjoyning, with 20 Horle and 100 Foote, having kil- 
led ſome ſtragglers (for others he mer none)Jreturned with 40 Cowes 
and 200 Sheeps 

Defirons alſo to try the countenance of his Neighbours pla- 
ced by him ( the Enemies guards about Byadies Bridge , and the 

Bridge of Ballibi/lian ) and thence to bring in ſome Corne for 
his ſapply, he ſent out 60 musketceres with ſome woman and 
youths,to carry away the Corne being burnt outof the eare(as the 
faſhion thereis, when they want time to thraſh ) theſe being de- 

fended by the Souſdiers. The enemy being not far oft appeard to 
the nimber of 200, yet dutſt they not deale with our men who 
had placed them ſelves for their advantage , expeRing the com+ 
ming of Sir Francis who prepared for to ſecond them, and aftera 

while drew neere with forty Foote, and forty Horſe, whereof 
ten belonged to Sir James Craig. Vpon approach of theſe the firſt 
who had before faced the Rebels with a great ſhoute brake ont 
upon them, and Sir Francis falling on, they fled, and being a lic- 
tle way purſied , ours retreated eſtceming it ſufficient to havedi{- 
engaged their fellowes, and ſecured that ſmall quantity of Corn 
that was carried away.Our backs being turned ,the enemy came on 

With a moſt terrible cry, as if we fled. Whereupon Sir Francs 

makinga ſtand, he mounted forty Musketeeres behind his Horſe- 

men and palloped after them , hoping to gaine a place of 
ſtrength which lay betweene them and the Bridge, and ſo to en- 
o2pethem betweene his men» But they ſ{inding his intent, made 


from him thitherward , and having poſſefled themielyes _— 
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(32) 
of made themſelves for reſiſtance, of which we having killed one 
man, retired without being any turther purſued, in the returne,bur- 
ning all before us. : 

About chis time, the bloody Sheriffe thus diſappointed of his 
cruelty, and for revenging on ſome what he ſuffered from others, 
commanded thoſe poore Brittiſh that were left in the Towne of 
Belturbet and not able to follow the reſt, to be forced from off the 
Bridge into the deep river, where they were allcothe number of 60. 
ſwallowed up and periſhed. 

This being reported to them at Kylagh and Crohar, Sir Francs 
Hammilton,andSir lames Craig reſolved on revenge,they going forth 
nn ſeverall parties. 

Sir Prancis with 30 Horſe and 100 Foote, drew to a placecalled 
Derewily bordering on the County ot Letrim , having intelligence 
of 60 rebels lying in a wood. To the place he came without diſco- 
very about the dawning of theday, ſurpriſing themin their cabbins 
and beds; of whom 27 he ſlew, taking 14 priſoners, the Souldiers 
being unwilling to repreeve any ; theſc he after hanged, the relt cl- 
caping by reaſon of che wood, But 50 of Sir Iams (raigs Foote 
being by Sir Francis Hammilton appointed to attend any tuck oc- 
cafion on the other fide of the water ( for a river was betwecne 
them) they who eſcaped the one, fell into the thandes ofthe o- 
ther, of whom they flew ten and bang'd ftoure. Thus were a)l of 
therebells uſed who after that time fell within their power. 

About the middle of arch the ftorein both Caftles fell ſhort, 
by feeding ſo many tgouthes -: ſo that theneeforth they muſt fight 
for what they muſt eate; which they commonly did thrice a week, 
with yery great hazard,for there were placed 200 rebells to guard 
the paſſages in Sir Zawes Craig woods; 200 under Captaine 1h 
O Reyly at Brady: Bridge, and Malmore the great Sherife was now 
content himſelfe to quarter in a Cottadge with 300 men about 
_ -_ Bridge of Ballihillay , to keepe our men from louking 
abroad. | 

Oathe 8 of April died Sir Iames Craig. A Gentleman of fin« 
gular and the beſt Abilicies 5 well deſerving of his Country both 
in _ and War : of whom [I fay the lefſe becauſe I cannot write 
enough. 
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 Thelofle ofthis worthy _ y' it could not but be of excced- 
ing greatdiſadyantage tothe ſervice; So did ir double the pains,care, 
and charge of Sir Franczs Hamilton ; upon whom the over{ight and 
ordering of matters in both Caſtles was nowcaſt. For at this time 
was the Lady Craig faln fick & the company inthe Caltle waſted. by 
a morcall and infectious ficknes, whereof there died 160.and the forces 
then reniayning not ſufficing for the-guard of place. Wherby Sir Frax 
cis was enforced to fend of his own for ſecuring it : a Squadron being 
daily from his Caltle of Xy/agh,ſent to Croh.vr, doing dury by turns, 
for no one would be perſwaded to contiue thece, in ceſpect of the in- 
feRion, thele were lead out and brought off, by a ſtrong Guard to 
chat purpole, ſent twice each day.placingthe like number in (Fohan, 
as they tvok out, _ 
Neceſſity would not ſufferthem to be idle , rhercfore about the 22 
of April, did Sir Francis Hamilton, with 210 foot and 4> horie,taken 


.outof both Caſtles goe forth to forrage; and ſtrong hee mult goe, all 


places being rio <4 laid againſt hun. Hee tooke his way towards 
Tullight, and under the coyert of a Weod laid an ambuſh of 150 


 neen, ſending the other, divided jnto two Companies, together with 
_ women and boyes, to gather in and drive away what cattle could 
thereabouts be met withall , commanding them if ſet upon hy more 


then they could maſter, to make their retreat , and draw on the ene- 
the danger of the ambuſcado which fortzd accordingly 
for theſe Forragers , were purſued by three hundred of the enc- 


mp,who followed them untill falling into the trap prepared for them: 
they being ſer upon fell into the Wood , whither our foot followed 
. them, ard as they, ſought their wayes out from the foot, the horſe 


that guarded the paſſages. beat them back into the Wood , in which 
hunting-chace there were ſlain of them 45 of whom 14 were of the 


Sect of the AMacgawrars, all landed men. Ferv ofthe reſt could have 
| Eſcaped, had not our men been called off by a diſc-v-ry made by 
'our Scouts of another Enemy approching Sir Francis having ordered 


his men for a {ſecond Jervice , the Rebels though farre excecding in 


 Pumber. were content jo ſuffer him to paſſe wirhour any interr»pri- 


on bringing off with him ſixty Cows, which were divided berwecn 
Þcth Caſtles, 
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In theſe and fich daily and nds ſervices was the time taken up 
untill the four:h day of fy. For now the Enemy finding chat b 
their Guards at diſtance they were but loſers, as often as their look 
Companies encoun:red ovrs ; and that therein they artained not their 
ends, which was the ſhitting us up from proviiion ; being allo en- 
formed, that for want of v1Ruals the Caſtles could not hold outten 
days ; which was related to them by one Barlow a-Fugitive , out of 
Sir Fravcic his Calle. where till then he & his had bin relieved. They 
did therefore once more reſolve to engage themſelves upon it, and to 
make it theic laſt worke, concluding nor to defiſt, or raiſe their fiege 
till all were theirs. , ee ot 

Toxbis end they-drew up into Kilhiſkardra, and all the places a» 
bout. being at their firſt quartering about two thouſand, which was 
ſoone after made three thouſand , and that number doubled by tle 
comming into the County of (var, of all thoſe Lords , Gentle- 
men, and others who had been by our Armies foreed'out of Ieath, 
and other parts. beſides the return of Philyp ſuc Hugh O Rely; with 
his nien from Dreghedah whence he was beaten off. -- 

Thus were theſe two Caſtles ſhur up at once without any inter- 
courſe. As for that of Cr9har. beſides theic other wants the beſieged 
had their water without them , which 'the Rebels laboured'totake 
away from thein by ſhutting them up - fo as they-ſhould nor withaut 
lofle look out at the Caſtle gates. ,To this purpoſe , -they had m the 
night in a place of advantage cat up fome works within: leffe .then 
balf a Musket ſhot from the gate. out of which by the-valour. ot .the 
Defendants, they were/more then once remoyed with l6fſe; and cheir 
Trenches caſt down, yet did rhey as ofc repoſſeſle theinſelves'of rhem 
in the night. and rebuilt with ſome further Fortifications , what had 
bcen before demoliſhed. By this means the diſtrefſe for water was 

Sreat within , no: having any but what by women or ſome others 
who in the njghe durſt adventure forth, was brought in-and ſold to 
them at four pence the quart. Bur to make it wholly unſerviceable, 
the Rebels firſt caſt into the Well a' dead Dos; : and after the carcafſe

of a man that had long been unburicd. So' that they were enforced 


to dig within the Walls where they found water , bur muddy and 


unwholſone. 
| In 
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In Sir Francis Hamiltons Caltle 8 of viituals was ſhort, 
no bread was eatcn there a fortnighr before the ſurrender. Their 
milch Cows reſerved for giving milk to the fick were firſt killed;then 
moſt of their horſes, after their dogs ; and laſtly, they eat the Hydes 
of Bealts ſlain many moneths before. The Souldiers in theſe their 
ſufferings began to murine, fix or ſeven ſn ving run away with their 
arms to the Enetny ; the {ickneſle of Sir Francis Hamuton occaſioned 
by extraordinary pains, care, watching , and hard fare, adding to 
theſe diſcouragements. 

Theſe extremities thus ſuffered from the fourth of ay, untill the 
fourth of ze ; all ſupplyes from D#blr being in vaine expeQed 
more then ſeyen moneths;there being alſo ne hope left of any further 
ſubfittence where they were ; Sir Fraxcis now forcing himſelf our of 
his bed, began to entertaine that Treaty for Quarter , which by the 
enemy had been daily offered, and till then was refuſed. 

He deſired in the ff place that Maſter Thomas Price, Archdeacon 
of Kilmore, and Maſtec Ambroſe Bedell, chiefe in the Caſtle of Cro- 
han, might be admitted with ſafety to conterre with himythat by their 
advice he might capitulate for both Caſtles, which after much debate 
and ſome difficultic was condeſcended unto. From whem he having 
- underſteod that the Caſtle of Crohan was in no condition for longer 
reſiſting it was concluded that the Treaty for ſurrender ſhould pro- 
ceed. | 

On the one part appeared Phil-p Mac Hugh O Reley, the Colonel 
with A7wlmore O Reyly the Sheriffe, and foure cther Captains. On 
the other was Sir Frances Hamilton , Sir Arthur Forbes Baronet (a 
Gentleman abour ſeventeen , . yet one in all ſervices) with rwo other 
Centlemen for the Caſtle of Ky/agh ; and Maſter Price, and Maſter 
Bedall for Crohan, between theſe certain Articles were agreed upon, 
as followeth. |

heda, and that we may be delivered over unto the hands of rhe ſaid | 
guard 1n love and amitie, and depart ſo each from the other. | 


2. Weſhall have with us the Kings Majeſties armes, together [| 
with all Carrabins, Petronels, Piſtols, Horſmens-Peeces,Bandeliers, | | 
Swords, Rapicrs, Dageers, Horſes, with all the Horſe furniture be- 1 
longing to them,partifans, Holberts, and that the Souldiers belong- | 
ing to Sir Francis Hamilton ſhall march away wi:chDrums beating, 
Colours flying, and Bullets in their mouthes. | 


3- Thicdir, we are to have provifion provided for us, upon our 
Way» Which we are to march through for our ready moneys, the 1 
ouard mentioned are te goe upon their owne charge. 


4 Fourthly, we will be ready to depart by Wedneſday the 1 y. of 
June 142. and inthe meane time Horſes and carriage is to be pro- 
vided for us for tranſporting of our baggage and ſicke people, if any 
ſhall happca to be at that time, cither ro be bought or hiced for our 
ready noney. 


5. Fifily, that Maſter #/llian Bedell and his wife, Alexander Clo- : | 
gie, Maſter Bagſhaw and his Familie. Robert Johnſon, togecher wih Þ 
all ſuch Brittiſh as ace remaining within the County of (v.vr, ſhall 't'l 
be jcnt hither to Joe along with the ſaid Sir Francis Hamileon, and ©: 
that they may have liberty to carry with them'all. ſuch bag or Þdag- 


gape as they have to carry. _ 


6. Sixthly, that ſuch pcore men and women that are not able ro 
goe along with us, ſhall have a ſafe quarter to Ray and remaine in- 
the Countrey, and that proviſion ſhall be made for them, which un- 
to Chriſtianitic appertaineth. | 


7. Seaventhly, that after both Caſtles viz. Knlagh and Crohan- 
thall be ſursendred, that then Philip mzac Hugh Relza, and the reft of 
the Gentlemen firſt named, ſhall rake care that the (id Caſtles ſhall. 
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not be defaced, burnt, or Janie but preſerved for the Kings 
Majeſties uſe > and for the uſe of the cight owners thereof, and 
that the like care ſhall be had for preſerving the Gardens and Or- 
chards belonging to both Caſtles. 


8. Eighthly, that {ch people in both Caſtles, that ſhall defire te 
cravell to any partof this Kingdome, ſhall be allowed fo to doe, and 
(hall have Paſſes given them tor their ſafe travelling from one or 
other of authocitie within this Countie, and in the faid Paſſes it may 
be defired, that the Gentlemen of ſuch Counties in which they are

{cribers, upon the 15. of Jxe, there came out of the Caſtle of Ky- 
lagh, Sir Francis Hamilton with about 800. men, women and chil- 
dren, of whom there were two hundred and thirtie { fighting men. 
Out of Crohan with the Lady Crag there came about foure hundred 
of all ſorts, and of them, .one hundred being ferviceable men, and 
with theſe there were ten Miniſters, among whom Mafter Price. one 
of good abilities, diligent in his Calling " ad forward in that ſer- 
vice,doth merit eſpeciall reſpects, bef des hoſe that came out of thoſe 


Calliles, there were 140. others, who from other parts of the Coun-' 


trey joyned themielves unto them according as in the Articles 
Sie Frances had provided for them. 

Thele marched away according to the Agreement with a 
burning, Bandelieres fall. and Drums beating, and Colours flying ; 
bringing with them Armes for 95.men. Sir Francis had in a Trunke 
one firkin of Powder which was .not diſcovered, leaying- with the 
enemy only 20. pounds, for to colonr it. In both Caſtles Hens were 


left about ninetie Pecces great and ſmall, and marſy Pikes, moſt 


whereof had beene recovered from the Enemy. 
Theſe x 240 of all ſorts were by Philp Mac Hugh Rely, with the 


. rel of the mentioned in the Articles for fo doing, and a (Guard of fe- 


ven hundred Souldiers conduRed towards Droghed. th, they made an 
Halt about fourtcen miles from the Town. expecting an anſwer from 
the Covernour Sir Henry T zchburze, who about a mile from Slae, 
and cight miles from Drag. ed th met them with rwo Troops , and 
three hundred Foot. the orofſe of both parts kept aloof, there being an 
hundred choſen cut of each for to deliver and receive: all which was 
pun Rually obſerved on both ſides. 

From Dregheaah, the {aid ren Miniſters , and above ro00 DoOre 
beſides the poore Souldiers , repaired ro D#b/i where now they are 
expeaing convyeniency of paſſage into Ergland, if they may nor be 
relieved there. - 

Sir Francis Hamilton , the Lords Inſtices, and Councell of Trel ug, 
have recommended to the right Honourable the Lords Com mniſcioners 
for the Triſh affaires, having for the preſent lilted 1co of his 'own men 
under his conumand in the Army : Hee deferying all encouragement 
and 
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and reſpeRts both for his prudence fo), forwardneſlſe in the publicke 
ſervice, and his charity to the poor deſpoiled Bretriſh,whom not only 
herclicved in his Caſtle , bur laid our oreat ſummes for clothing and 
feeding them in their going away. 
This is the fubliance of ail the chief paſla Ses of the Rebellion in the 
Tounty of Cavan, from the 23 of Ottober 1641, untill June 15, 
642, paſſing by Captain Ces attempt for _— the Caſtle 
of Cloghonter, with other paſſages, which with a more full diſcourle 
of what hath been formerly bur briefly fer forth, and the continuaxi- 
on thereof, I refer to what I ſhall hereafter (Cod willing) fer forch of 
the proceedmgs 0 F the whole warre in Ircland.
